LoNDuN, Nov. 21, 1885. 
. '"The eyes of I'lurope iitg uni;e more cjii- 
contrated on thu I^ilkaii jjoniiiflulii, 
where, with ijatheriiig tiorceiiuss, a war is 
being waged betwoon Servia and Bu)g;i- 
ria. The inimodiate cauae of tho out- 
break remains to bo e.'Cfilained., Tho Ser- 
vian proolarnatic'ii duf.liiio'a that tho provo- 
cation camu fniiu the 'iulgariiui aide, luij 
t,o that Prince Alexander's prochiinatioii 
gives a Hat denial, alleging tliat King 
Milan has been the aggressor. Tiiat is as 
regards the immediate cause of the out- 
break —

the firing of tho first .shut, or the tirat in- 
vasion by the one of the other's territory, 
But in this instance, as in ever; one of 
the kind, the declaration of war is not 
the first step of thu ladder leading up to 
tho cataalri p!ie. 'J\) yet at that it would 
be necessary to go fur down into tiio na- 
tional jealousy, nowhoru more denp-aoated 
than ill the Balkans. Un this occasion, 
..however, the chain uf causes has. not to 
'be traced far back before a big link is 
come upon. Had Princo Alexander's 
coir;) (/« main not cunio to pass, iinno, I 
think, would venture to say that tho war 
now raging would have broken out. 
There ia here no question of the right or 
wrong of Prince Alexander's action. It 
is simply the (jueatioii of fact, that that 
action led to this war. The incidents of 
thi.i ciiiiflict are very grave. On Saturday 
mornine King iMilan's troops crossed the 
frontier; and, in tlio course of the satro 
day there was fighting at various points, 
the Bulgarians having the worst of it. By 
Sunday the Serviati army, fur weeks past 
posted in tho border land, had crunaud 
over to positiuiis on Bulgarian territory. 
On tlie-danie day there were at least one 
sorioua engageraent and aevoral akirin- 
iahoa, if iiothing worse, ?ii all of which 
tho Bulgarians are reported to have be'.!n 
routed. By all reports, Balgnrian as well 
as Servian, Prince Alex'inder'a troops are 
having the worst nr it, th.niL;h tho ru- 
siatanco lliey otl'ei-eil ;ii r.iuMbr.ul must 
have been of a deleriiiinod character, 
seeing that tho victorious army left 2jU 
killed and wuunded on tho field. 

TIJK FIUE 

That has been lighted in tho Balkans has 
in it all the possibilities of danger; and 
for aught that anynno can say in the 
meantime it m&y wind up with a general 
conflagration. Tho conteronco winch was 
to settle tho diatiirbanco ia iion-pluaaod 
by what is going on at the Dragoman pass. 
Its sittings are suspended, OBtoiisibly or 
truly, because of tho illness of tho Rus- 
sian ambassador; but before suspension 
there was a deadlr^ck in the assembly, and 
without that the war which has been 
sprung upon Europe would have baiiled 
its deliberations as nuich as v.'aa the case 
wrth previous conferences summoned 
under corresponding circumstances. 
Princo Alexander has appealed for help 
to tho Sultan as soveraiiiii [laramount of 
Bulgaria, a cuurao displaying oon-iiderablo 
prudence on the part of l-iolgaria, and at 
the same time imt a iitllo contradiction, 
seeing that the Sultan was not consulted 
prior to tho couj) de xiuiuat Philippopolia. 
And should Turkey decide to interfere, as 
she has a perfect right to do, how are tho 
Qreoks and Montenegrins to be

And how, in turn, the Albanians and 
Macedonians? In that case, there would 
bo hot work before tho finish of the mdee. 

Thoy have captured one of ]\ing Thee- 
baw's steaniera- the one tliey were in- 
tending to sink so as to ubstrnct the pass- 
age of the Irrawaddy. This timely 
achievement, by) giving the Burmese a 
foretaste of what they are to expect, may 
help to haiitL'ii the conclusion of tho un- 
fortunate dispute. This much is to bo 



sincerely hoped for. A few years ago, at 
least, tho whole naval strength of Bun«ah 
consisted of only four steainois, three of 
thorn being of wood and ono of iron. The 
vessels draw about fivo feet of water, and 
are mounted with guns of very little ac- 
count. Princo Bismarck has

of 2000 Poles from Prussia. A consider- 
able portion of these exiles, have already 
reached Cracow, Nearly all of thorn are 
connected with the industrial arts, and 
the majority aro Jloman Catholics. Ac- 
cording to tho Cracow relief committee, 
some fifteen hundred exiles 'are-Bjt.this 
moment camping on tho Prusso-Husaiaii 
frontier., because they have no 'papers 
proving them to be Bussian subjeots. In 
those circumstances tho Russian govern • 
ment refuses to receive them. What may 
bo tho object of tlii.s unnatural expulsion 
of an industrial population is dillicult to 
determine. No doubt reasons of statu 
will be pleaded for the policy. Nothing, 
however, could bo more contrary to the 
course pursued in laying the foundatioDS 
of Prussia's greatness. When Brandon- 
burg, ,whch furniod tho nuclt^usof inndorn 
Prussia, hid 1 oini disolated by the thirty 
years' war, its rulers sought to at'.ract 
into it men of skill and industry from all 
quartets of Europe. 

§\VHKN TlIK KINO OK latAVOK 

was pursuing on a still greater scale to- 
wards his own subjects tho course Prussia 
is following with the Polos, repeated in- 
vitations were sent to the Huguenots to 

settle in Brandenburg. The revocation 
of the edict of Nantes was promptly fed- 
lowed by tho edict of I'oladain. Under it 
the Huguenots woro oflerod a. safe retreat 
in tho dominions of tho Elector. Nor 
was this all. The Prussian authorities 
awaited the fugitives on the frontier, and 
provided them with subsidies for prose- 
cuting their journey into tho varioii.-* dis- 
tricts of tho country where they deemed 
it eligible to settle. How well these 
exiles repaid this hospitality is matter of 
history. To-day, however, a policy, not 
of attraction, but of repulsion, is domi- 
nant in Prussia.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S MES- 
a AGE. 

The American opposition press are 
sovoroly criticizing President Cleveland's 
last meaaago to congress, not bo much for 
what It saya nt for what it does not a:\y. 
The ropubliciin papers declare tliat ho Ims 
Bcattored the Domncratic party aa a bomb 
shell scatters a file of soldiers. It is 
probable that they would huvs said the 
same in any case. But it does seem 
strange that there i.i not a word in it 
about foreign trade, nf>r tho internal 
revenue law, nur the improvement of the 
Mississippi, nor iho Hennepin canal, nor 
division and adniiasicjii of Dakota, and 
BBveriil other topics. Some doraccrats say 
it is a mugwump message, but it ia difficult 
to yet anybody to make conimenti on ir, 
because the ueu.il plan of Liyiiig a pam- 
phlet on tho deak uf tho moiiiliers and 
senators was not followed, and '.hey had 
□o chance to {oad it until the eveiiiuK 
nowapapors were published. The silver 
men were not prepared to see silver so 
arbitrarily and complotely reiiudiated, 
and the revenue reformers were not ex- 
pecting that he would aing so low on tho 
tariff. Tho New York Tribune remarks 
that "what the president says of the treat- 
raeut of Chinese laborers at the west, de- 
serves hearty praise, but it is not credita- 
ble to him to Bay that tho outrages are 
traceable to tho lawleaanoaa of in»n not 
citizens of the United .States, and engaged 
in competition with Chinoae laborers. Tne 
president certainly knows that hostility 
to Chinese immigration is not contined to 
unnaturalized persons, or even to foreign- 
born citizens." Tho Sun (democratic) 
' looks at the message ihr^'Ugh a differeiii 
nn-ir of 3peotacle.s.

Leinster, and 
Ulster are ours to a man. In 
Ulster we have a clear majority of seats 
and a minority of two to one of the coun- 
tie.'i. Tho Irish vote in England has 
changed tho whig coercion majority of 
ono hundred to a minority of four. The 
Irish [larty are absolute mastera of the 
situation.

U.vperieiicc of the TiiiitlNli Bark 
Northurnhay In a Gaie--A 
True Tale of the Sea, 
■lard to Believe. 

Yesterday afternoon the British bark 
N'orlhernhay, Capt. Boulton, from Callao 
in ballast, Hrrived hero and is anchored 
in the stream. This is tho veasel which 
came up to tho Ooluinbia river entrancu 
irly in November, took on Pilot Mat- 
thews, and a fow days afterwards disap- 
peared fr-'in view at Cape Hancock, and 
ivaii not seen again until the 4th instant, 
wh-jn aho safely crossed in. She was 
caught in tho tralo which blew from tho 
8outh,.four weeks ago, and waa driven 
northward along tho coast. In tho night 
her ballast shifted and she was thrown on 
her beam ends. It waa a bad case, too, 
of shifting cargo. Tho fore and main 
yards wore more than ten feet under 
water. Her rudder was entirely above 
wa'.er, which waa nearly up to tho hatch- 
way, and tho tulfrail was alin(:)Bt buried in 
the sou. Barnacles were blown from her 
sido to the pjop deck, and it was no 
trouble to walk all over her aide; in fact, 
it was I ho only place a man could walk. 
Th-y conldn't build a fire, hence all hands 
had to live on cold food, without tea or 
cofl'iio, Kor two days and two nights tho 
vessel drifted hopelessly. Once the wind 
shifted to the southwest, and drove her 
toward North Beach, and everyone ex- 
pected to go into the breakers. For- 
tunately the wind veered to the southeast 
and drove her out to sea. 

The Northornhay had COO tons of bal- 
last, ordinary cobblo-stonea, and of this 
at luast 550 tons had shifted to one side. 
All hands got to work, built pons, and 
began shoveling tha stones over to tho 
other Hide. They worked with a will, 
each man taking only four hours' rest out 
of the forty-eight. No ono could bleep 
(because thorn was no place to lie down) 
without standinj" up all the time he was 
reclining. Onco tho ship gave a lurch 
and tho mate was buried up to his arm- 
[jita in the cobble-stone.i, and had to be 
shovelod. With constant labor the ship 
was at Uitit righted, and then beat around 
for several days. 

The British bark Alumina waa caught 
in the same gale, and had nearly as rough 
a timo as the Northernhay. She is not 
completely straightened out yet. — Uie- 
ffonian.

Not'Mncii Cleuiicc of tlie Presi- 
(dent SigiiiiiK^ Auy Treaty Bar- 
iugr His Term, 

Washington, D. 0., Nov. 29.— It is 
^leaf-ned at the Slate Department that 
negotiations have been pending for 
some. time between tlie United States 
/and the British Government for a re 
newal of the clause of the Treaty of 
"Washington, which was abrogaied last 
July. Just how far these negotiations 
"haviB progressed cannot be learned, as 
the department people decline to make 
any statement for publication touching 
the subject at; this time. It is believed 
in official circles, however, that the 
President will submit a convention to 
congress soon aftPr it meets. Those 
mcfflt Gompetent to express opinion say 
that there is not a remote probability 
that the President or Secretary Bayanl 
will take any steps towards entering 
into negotiations with Great Britain 
for a renewal of the Treaty of Recip- 
rocity of 1854. Nor it is probayo that 
any similar treaty will be signed by 
President Cleveland during his incum- 
bency of office of Chief Magistrate. 
Soon after Congress meets it is expect- 
ed that Congressman May berry, of 
Michigan, will introduce a resolution 
asking the President to negotiate for a 
Reciprociiy Treaty with Canada. If 
this resolution receives the favorable 
attention of Congress, it may induce 
the President to change his views, but 
at present he is reported as unaltera- 
bly opposed to this method of reducing 
the cariti on imports.

BYLAW 



For the RECULATtON OK THE FiRE QEPART- 
IMENT; FOR ELEOTINQ FIRE ENGINEERS 
AND APPOINTINO FIREMEN, AND APPOINT- 
ING THEIR SALARIES AND REMUNERA- 
TION. 



WIlElvEAS by "Tho Fireiueu'a Act, 
186'4," it ia eiiiictod that from and 
iiiid after the passing of that Act thu 
wholo of tho api):iratii3, whether engine, 
ho6o, luioks, liiddors, or other articles 
used with, or buloiiHinn to, or in any way 
iipportaitiin); to, tliu lire dcpiirtinoiit of 
t!ui city of Victoria ahull bo doomed for 
tho purpoBoa of that uot, to bo tho pri^p- 
orty of tho Viotofia Fite DepartmoiU, aub- 
jtjot to the order and control of the mayor 
and corporation of the city of Victoria; 

And whoroas, by tho "Municipality 
Act, 1881," ami tho Act to amend tho 
aaino passed in tho year 1883, it is enact- 
ed that in ovory municipality tho Council 
muy from time to time make, alter and 
ri*{5oal, by laws fornny of the following 
ourpoaea, or in relation to matters coming 
within tho clasaoa of aubjeota next heroin- 
after mentioned (amonj,' others) that ia to 
aay, (59) for tho aeaistaiico and regulation 
of Fire Departuienta, iind (91) for olocting 
Firo Engiiioera and iippoiiitmg Firomoii, 
and promoting, establishing and regulut- 
iiig Firo Companies, Hook and Ladder 
Coinpanios, and Property Saving Com- 
panies, and to appoint such salaries and 
remuneration aa may bo necessary, aub- 
ject to tho proviso that any bylaw made 
under the authority of subsection 91 (now 
ill recital) shall have no force or effect un- 
,s it cniitaina provision that tho Chief 
l!]iit;ini'er and .Afi^istimt Engitieor bo bi- 
ennially eloctud by the municipal rate- 
payers nor until tho bybiw has been sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers of tho niunici 
pality and has been approved by them in 
the manner provided by aection 74, and 
subsections thereof, of tho "Municipality 
Act, 18S1;" 

.-\.nd whereas it ia o.Kpcdient that the 
corporation of the City of Victoria ahould 
control and regulate tho Firo Department 
of tho city and make provisions for the 
election of the Chief and Assistant Engi- 
noera thereof, and for the payment of the 
oflicera and firemen thereof; 

And whereas tho Ciiief Engineer, As- 
sistant Engineer and Board of Delegates 
i of the Fire Department of the city have 
{ cansented to and approved of thenrrangi'- 
nient and provijinn hereinafter made; 

lie it therefore enacted by tho Council 
of thu Ciirporation of the City of Vic- 
loria, in exorciae of the .said recited pow- 
: era and of every other power enabling 
I them in this behalf , as follows : 

1 Tho Firo Department of tho city 
I shall faenoefortli consiat of a Chief ISngi- 
neer and an Assistant Engineer, to be 
' elected as hereinafter mentioned, and 
I three Foremen, two Engine Drivers, 
twelve llosemon, six Hook and L.'.dder 
I men, and such reserve firemen as may 
from time to time bo reiiuired to bo ap- 
pointed as hereinafter mentioned. 

2. Immediately after the final passing 
of this bylaw and thereafter biennially in 
the month of December in each alternate 
year, the Council shall by resolution fix a 
time and place, ap[)oiiit a returning oHi- 
cer, and make other nocosaary airange- 
ments for the election of a Chief Engineer 
and an Assistant Engineer of tho Fire Do- 
[)artmont, in like ni iniier as upon the 
election of a mayor; and at such election 
every person who is rated upon tho thun 
last revised uSsesEmont roll of the city 
shall be entitled to one veto fur each 
ollioe; but if, only one candidate be nomi- 
nated for an office, the returning oDScer 
ahall forthwith decliiro him duly elected 
wit hout a poll. 

o. The Chief Engineer and .Xaaistant 
Engineer so elected aa aforenaid shall re- 
spectively hold oliicu until theii successors 
ato elected or appointed, or until (before 
that time) they shall diti, resign, or ce 
to discharge their duties. 

4. In case the Chief Engineer or iho 
Asijistant Engineer shall die, resign, or 
cease from any causu to di.fcharge the du- 
ties of his oflice, the Cuuncil shall appoint 
some other competent persnn to the ollice 
in his place until the next biennial elec 
tion. 

6. The Foremen, Engine Drivers, Hose- 
inen and Hook and LiiddiT men and le 
serve firnuiu shall he a|ipiiiniL-d and ni:iy 
be removed from ollice from time to time 
by 'ho Council. 

(5. The several officers of the Firo De- 
partment ahall, while they hold and dis- 
charge the duties of their roapeottye offices, 
bo entitled to bo paid thofefor at the rates 
next hereinafter mentioned, namely: 

Chief Engineer !r700 per auuiim 

Assistant Engineer 300 " " 

Foreman, each 160 " " 

Engine Driver, each 720 " " 

HoKiunun, each I'lO " " 

Hook and Lr.ddor Men, 0.. 120 " 
.\Dd each noseniaii and (inch Hook and Lad- 
der man shall also bo entitled to bo paid 60 
centH per hour or pnrt of au hour while 
actually employed at a lire. 

7. From and after thu uleclion of au En- 
gineer and AHsistant Kngiiieer uiidir this 
bylaw, it shall be lawful for the Council to 
take unci bold possession of all the real and 
personal property of the Fire Department 
of the city and all engines, machinery, mul 
toola used by or in connection with the said 
Firo Department, and to assnioo tho entire 
control and mnnagiiiionl tlioreof, and to 
make such rulus ami regulations as they 
shall ileom nect-Bsai-y or o.xpedifnt tor i-nr- 
'rying into ell'i'ct this bylaw, and from limo 
to time to niter ami revoke such rules and 
rogulation.s; and for all or any of thcsi; 
jnirposes tho Fire Wardens .shall be a Com- 
mittee of the Council. 

8. Iu addition to the oflicors and man 
horoinbefore mentioned the Fire Wardens 
may from time to time appoint such reserve 
fireinon as they shall doeni necessary or ex- 
pedient, to be eiiiploycd when ealled n])on, 
in case of lire, Ijy tin: (!hi(/f I'ingiiieer or 
other officers actii'.g in his plac(!; and such 
rosia'vo rireiiieii, when so employed at a tiro, 
Khali be paid at the rate of SI for the tirst 
hour or p!ut of au hour and 50 cents for 
each subsequent, hoiir or part of an hour 
per man. In ease any reserve liremaii 
shall be 80 called upon and report himself 
at n firo but shall uot actually be employed 
he shall bo paid 50 cents. 

y. The a[)paralus of tho Fire Depart- 
ment shall coni-ist of atoam tire-engines, 
hose carts and hoao, hook and ladder 
trucks, hydrants, water-tanks, fire-lad- 
ders, fire-alarms and other necessary ap- 
paratus, in such numbers and quantities 
us shall from time to ti-.no be deumed 
necessary by the Council. 

10. Tho Council shall from time to 
time set apart out of tho general revenue 
of the city such sutn or sums of money as 
may bo necessary to pay the salaries and 
remuneration hereinbeforo mentioned, 
and otherwise to maintain the Firo De- 
paitment in an efiicioiit state. 

11. Subject to this bylaw, and tho rules 
and regulatiiiua to bo made in purauiince 
thereof, the whole apparatua and inanago- 
menli of the Fire Department shall bo 
under the direction of the Ohiof Engin- 
eer; and at every fire tho Chief Enginuer 
or other the soiiior olhcor of the Depart 
nient who may bo pr«sent shall have aoio 



control over all members or servants of 
the Firo Department, and .all other per- 
sons engaged in suppressing' the fire, and 
all engines and apparatus used therein;
